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THE  NEW  COLLEGE. 


As  of  interest  to  our  friends  and  especially  to  the  Alumni  we  repro- 
duce entire  the  description  of  the  new  building,  which  apjieared  in  the 
columns  of  the ''ForA- £»«;/(/, ''  and  also,  for  more  permanent  record,  the 
account  of  the  Dedicatiou  Services  which  took  place  on  the  ev6nini>-  of 
March  15th,  1S87,  from  the  columns  of  the  ^'Preshijterian,''  and  prepared  by 
Prof,  earner: 

"The  new  building  of  the  York  Collegiate  Institute  occupies  the  same 
site  and  stands,  so  far  as  available,  on  the  same  foundation  as  its  prede- 
cessor, and  like  the  previous  structure  is  three  stories  in  height,  with  a 
central  tower  in  front.  But  in  the  new  design,  prepared  by  Mr.  J.  A. 
Dempwolf,  Architect,  and  carried  out  under  his  minute  and  personal 
supervision,  such  extensions  and  modifications  have  been  made  as  to 
entirely  change  the  geueral  style  and  appearance.  The  style  of  architec- 
ture employed  in  the  present  edifice  is  that  known  as  "Komanesque."  a 
style  formed  during  the  transition  from  the  classic  lo  the  Gothic,  and  the 
effect  is  certainly  very  successful.  Eesting  on  a  continuous  base  of 
granite,  the  superstructure  is  built  of  selected  common  brick  of  local  man- 
ufacture, laid  in  red  mortar,  with  arches,  cornices,  capitals  and  other 
trimmings  of  Hummelstown  brownstone,  all  of  elegant  design  and  skil- 
fully executed,  much  of  it  being  modelled  and  carved  in  an  artistic  man- 
ner by  Mr.  Wm.  Stewart,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  walls  terminate  on 
all  sides  in  imjiosing  gables,  the  whole  being  surmounted  by  a  lofty,  high 
pitched  and  slated  roof. 

Especially  may  attention  be  directed  to  the  entrance  porch  and  mas- 
sive central  tower,  in  both  of  which  the  stone  work  is  very  fine,  relieved 
with  polished  granite  shafts  and  enriched  with  exquisite  carving.  In 
particular  is  the  upper  portion  of  the  tower  noticeable  from  the  fine  pro- 
portions and  details  of  the  large  stone  arches  and  cornices,  the  arches  on 
the  sides  being  filled  with  variegated  diaper  work  in  stone,  and  that  in  the 
front  with  scul]>ture  symbolical  of  the  sciences  and  arts,  to  the  cultivation 
of  which  the  building  is  assigned.  The  tower  is  terminated  by  four  circu- 
lar pinnacled  turrets,  and  high  i)ointed  roof  and  finial. 

An  attractive  feature  of  the  general  building  is  formed  by  the  circular 
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a])ses  or  wings  with  tlieir  stoue  dormers,  the  suggestion  for  whicli  is  found 
iu  the  architecture  of  some  ancient  French  chateaux. 

Adjacent  to  the  main  huilding,  and  connected  therewith  by  a  corridor, 
is  the  buihling  designated  as  a  laboratory,  in  the  liasement  of  which  is 
also  contained  the  steam  apparatus  for  heating  the  biiildiugs.  This  is 
similar  in  design  to  the  main  building,  but  consists  of  one  story  only, 
above  grade.  By  the  isolation  of  the  laboratory  and  furnaces  the  risk  of 
tire  is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  it  being  almost  impossible  under  any  fore- 
seen circumstances  to  repeat  such  a  calamity  as  we  have  been  called  upon 
to  deplore. 

The  principal  entrance,  as  ])reviously  intimated,  is  through  the  fine 
arch  of  the  central  porch,  besides  which  there  are  subsidiary  entrances 
and  porches  for  the  use  of  the  scholars,  with  suitable  cloak  rooms  and 
lavatories.  The  principal  entrance  opens  immediately  into  the  Memorial 
Hall,  the  general  design  and  details  of  which  are  of  the  very  highest 
order,  both  in  conception  and  execution,  and  form  the  most  attractive 
feature  of  the  building.  The  sides  of  this  apartment  are  formed  into  ar- 
cades, with  polished  red  granite  shafts,  carved  capitals  and  mouldde 
arches  of  brown  stone.  Carved  strings  of  the  same  material  are  continued 
all  around  the  walls,  and  at  the  east  or  farthest  end  of  the  hall  is  a  mas- 
sive brown  stoue  mantle,  iu  a  panel  of  w^hich,  above  the  stone  shelf,  is 
inserted  the  life-size  portrait  of  the  venerated  Founder,  and  beneath  the 
same,  on  a  polished  brass  plate  is  the  following  inscription ; 

VOKK   Col:LEGXATK   INSTITUTK, 

BiiiU  hji  Samuel  Small,  A.  D.,  1871. 

Destroyed  by  fire  Dec.  7,  1885.      Eebuilt  by  his  Nephews, 

A.   D.,    1886,   in  affectionate  memory  of  his 

character  as  a  Christian  gentleman. 

The  floor  of  the  Memorial  Hall  as  well  as  that  of  the  vestibule  and 
fire-place,  are  laid  with  English  tiles  of  pleasing  design,  in  keeping  with 
the  surroundings.  The  main  staircases  are  two  in  number,  proceeding  on 
each  side  from  the  Hall,  the  balustrades  and  rails  of  which,  as  Avell  as  all 
the  wainscoting,  doors,  paneled  ceiling  and  other  woodwork  of  the  Mem- 
orial Hall  are  in  (luartered  oak  of  the  ver^^  best  workmanship  and  tiuish. 
Communicating  with  the  Memorial  Hall,  and  also  by  corridors  with  the 
several  cloak  rooms,  is  the  main  school  room.  This  is  located  on  the  first 
Hoor,  and  is  spacious,  lofty  and  Avell  lighted,  atfording  accommodation 
with  single  desks  for  175   pupils   ^^■ithout   crowding,   and   is   comfortably 
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furnished  and  arranged  in  accordance   with   the   latest   improvements   in 
educational  requirements. 

From  the  rear  of  the  main  school  room  access  is  had,  through  the 
corridor  previously  mentioned,  to  the  Laboratory,  where  every  appliance 
needful  lor  the  study  of  chemistry'  is  provided. 

On  the  second  floor,  immediately  over  and  equal  in  size  to  the  main 
school  room,  is  situated  the  Auditorium  or  Reception  Hall.  The  full  .seat- 
ing capacity  of  this  apartment  will  reach  to  about  six  hundred,  of  which 
four  hundred  and  twenty-five  consists  of  elegant  fixed  assembly  chairs, 
numbered,  and  conveniently  arranged  with  regard  to  economy  of  space, 
freedom  of  access  and  view  of  the  platform.  These  chairs  are  from  the 
works  of  Demarest  »S:  Co.,  New  York,  and  reflect  great  credit  on  the  man- 
ufacturers. 

The  Library  and  Philosophical  Lecture  Rooms  are  on  the  third  floor, 
immediately  over  the  jireceding,  and  are  furnished  with  the  necessary 
book  and  instrument  cases  and  other  requisite  artistic  furniture. 

The  office  of  the  President  occupies  the  centre  of  the  front  liuilding 
above  the  Memorial  Hall,  and  in  the  wings  and  elsewhere  are  nnmerons 
and  ample  recitation  rooms,  also  rooms  for  art  and  music  classes. 

The  utmost  attention  has  been  given  to  the  heating  and  ventilation  of 
the  entire  building,  so  as  to  secure  thorougli  efHciency  and  perfect  safety 
at  every  jjoint.  The  smoke  stack  and  ventilating  shaft  make  striking 
and  pleasing  features  of  the  external  appearance,  and  so  far  as  tested  have 
performed  their  work  in  a  most  efi'ective  manner.  All  the  steam  heating 
and  A'entilating  apparatus  is  of  the  most  recent  and  efi'ective  character. 

The  chandeliers  and  other  gas  fittings  are  designed  in  keeping  with 
the  surroundings,  and  have  been  supplied  and  jjut  in  place  hy  the  well 
known  firm  of  Cornelius,  Hetherington  &  Co.,  of  Philadoliihia. 

All  the  ironwork  throughout,  from  the  massive  girders  and  beams, 
which  carry  the  floors  and  roof,  to  the  beautiful  wrought  iron  scroll  work 
in  the  various  grilles  and  brackets  have  been  worked  out  in  the  most  care- 
ful and  ettective  manner. 

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  no  building  of  similar  importance 
and  design  has  yet  been  erected  in  this  city,  and  the  thanks  and  respect 
of  the  community  are  certainly  due  to  the  Messrs.  Small  for  their  liberali- 
ty and  good  taste,  as  also  to  the  genius  and  ability  of  the  architect  Mr.  J. 
A.  Dempwolf,  aided  by  the  care  and  zeal  of  his  corps  of  assistants.'' 

DEDICATION  OF  THE  NE^Y  BUILDING. 
"On  the  night  of  December  7th,  188.5,  the  Collegiate  Institute  at  York, 
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Pa.,  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  TLe  larger  part  of  the  college  li- 
brary and  some  of  the  more  A-al liable  part  of  the  apparatus  were  saved, 
but  that  was  all.  At  once  the  friends  of  the  institution,  worthj"-  succes- 
sors to  the  fortune  and  spirit  of  its  deceased  founder,  determined  to  re- 
build. Meanwhile,  under  a  kind  and  most  remarkable  providence,  an- 
other of  Mr.  Small's  public  benefactions,  the  York  County  Hospital,  was 
at  that  time  in  excellent  order  and  unoccuj)ied.  It  Avas  immediately  pre- 
pared for  the  use  of  the  students  and  continued  to  accommodate  them  dur- 
ing all  the  time  of  their  need,  which  was  until  the  last  P'riday  noon  before 
the  dedication  of  the  new  building. 

That  event  occurred  on  Tuesday  evening,  March  L5th.  It  was  a  not- 
able occasion.  A  large  company  gathered  from  all  directions,  all  friends 
of  the  cause  of  Christian  education.  The  beautiful  audience-room  was 
full.  On  the  platform  were  the  Faculty,  the  trustees,  the  college  choir 
and  other  singers.  Dr.  D.  C  Gilman,  President  of  the  Johns-Hopkins  I'ni- 
versity,  of  Baltimore,  and  orator  of  the  evening,  Gov.  Beaver  and  other 
distinguished  visitors 

President  McDougall  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  the  Rev.  T.  M. 
Crawford,  of  Slate  Hill,  Pa.,  ottered  the  opening  prayer  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  an  anthem  by  the  college  choir  and  the  reading  of  the  Scrip- 
tures by  Kev.  Dr.  H.  E.  Niles. 

President  MeDougall  then  delivered  an  historical  sketch.  Xo  one 
could  have  been  better  <iualified  to  give  a  review  of  the  founder's  char- 
acter and  work,  for  though  acquainted  with  Mr.  Small  only  since  the  o^ieu- 
ing  of  the  College  in  1873,  the  association  of  the  two  men  during  these 
last  years  of  Mr.  Small's  life  and  their  co-operation  in  the  development  of 
the  college  was  most  harmonious  and  complete. 

After  singing  by  a  ijuartette  the  dedicatory  prayer  was  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Wing,  of  Carlisle,  Pa.,  who  had  performed  the  same  service  for 
the  first  building  fourteen  years  before. 

Dr.  Gilman  then  delivered  his  address,  his  subject  beiug  "The  Optim- 
ism and  Pessimism  of  the  Day  Contrasted."  He  used  as  signal  illustra- 
tions of  the  two  views  of  life,  Tennyson's  recent  poem  "Locksley  Hall. 
Sixty  Years  After,'"  and  Gladstone's  review  of  it  in  the  Nineteenth  Century. 
The  address,  scholarly  and  elegant  of  course,  was  full  of  interest  and  in- 
struction for  all,  and  closed  with  a  strong  exhortation  to  take  the  more 
hopeful  and  worthy  view  of  life.  After  more  music  and  a  short,  stirring, 
deeply  Christian  speech  by  Gov.  Beaver,  the  audience  was  dismissed,  and 
proceeded  to  visit  and  inspect  the  various  departments  of  the  school. 
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'prospects. 


It  is  jtroper  to  add  that  three  luonths'  ocenpation  of  tbe  new  build- 
ing coulirms  and  realizes  all  onr  higli  hopes  of  it,  and  encourages  ns  to 
antici]iate  for  the  Collegiate  Institute  a  career  more  suceessful  and  useful 
than  ever.     We  shall  enter  upon  the  15th  year  with  very  high  hopes. 


THE   COURSE  OF  STTDl 


The  studies  pursued  at  the  Collegiate  lostitute  are  arranged  in  four 
jjarallel  courses,  viz :  the  Classical,  Sciextific,  Co:\rMEHCiAL  and 
Ladies',  which  are  displayed  in  detail  on  pages  15-18. 

It  will  appear  from  an  inspection  of  this  schedule  that  the  course  of 
study  has  been  expanded  to  cover  live  years  instead  of  four.  This  has 
been  rendered  necessary  by  the  increasing  demands  of  the  colleges,  to 
jueet  which,  additions  have  been  made  to  our  courses  from  time  to  time 
until  another  year  is  fairly  required  to  do  it  justice.  In  this  first  year 
have  been  included  some  of  the  stndies  formerly  belonging  to  the  "Pre- 
paratory" year.  In  fact  the  new  "First"  year  is  the  old  "Preparatory 
Year"  expanded  and  advanced.  This  arrangement  gives  three  years,  in- 
stead of  two,  in  which  to  prepare  for  the  Freshman  class  in  the  colleges, 
and  will  relieve  the  necessity  of  crowding  and  cramming  which  has  hith- 
erto existed.  No  change  is  made  in  the  ultimate  extent  of  the  course,  in 
any  of  its  departments.  The  new  arrangement,  of  course,  supercedes  the 
former  (so-called)  Preparatory  year.

Students  entering,  are  strongly  advised  to  follow  regularly  one  of  the 
conrses,  since  it  is  found  that  "Special  Students"  seldom  prosper,  particu- 
larly if  allowed  to  choose  for  themselves  what  they  shall  study.  Prefer- 
ence will  be  given  to  students  who  propose  to  enter  upon  the  regular 
course.

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tory  school  for  college,  yet  its  Classical  and  Scientific  courses  lead  up  to 
the  Junior  class  in  our  principal  colleges,  and  our  faithful  students  readily 
pass  the  examinations  for  this  class.

It  is  gratifying,  moreover,  to  state  that  in  our  experience  of  the  past 
fourt  en  years,  the  association  of  both  sexes  in  the  same  institution  has 
been  attended  with  the  happiest  results  of  reciprocal  inrtuei\ce  in  the 
healthy  development  of  character.

SESSIOA^S,  SERVICES,  dr. 

The  Students,  except  the  Senior  Class,  attend  the  College  tive  days  in 
each  week,  from  9  to  12  A.  M.,  and  from  1:30  to  4  P.  M.,  and  may  be  de- 
tained after  school  iiours  for  delin(|uency  in  study  or  deportment. 
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The  daily  sessions  of  the  Institute  iire  opeueil  with  ■^'iiif/iii'j,  licad'nif/ 
till  Scripture  aud  I'raijtr. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  President  conducts,  once  a  week,  a  ser- 
vice for  religions  instruction  aud  worship  in  accordance  with  the  design 
ot  the  Founders.     In  this  service  the  students  take  part. 

A  branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  amnug  the  students  with 
jHouthly  meetings. 

Written  and  Oral  examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term,  wheu 
a  report  of  the  attendance,  scholarship  aud  deportment  is  sent  to  the 
parents.  An  average  of  7.i  per  cent,  is  reijuired  for  advancement  to  a 
higher  class. 


DISCIPLINE,  ci-c. 

The  supervision  of  the  students  extends  to  their  conduct  not  only 
during  study  and  recitation  hour.s,  but  while  on  the  streets,  and  in  pub- 
lic jdaces;  and  includes  visitation  at  the  boarding  houses,  of  such  as  are 
from  abv  ad. 

Keepers  of  boarding  houses  are  expected  to  make  report  in  regard  to 
the  habits  and  condu<^t  of  the  students  with  them,  as  oftcJi  aud  in  such 
manner  as  desired  by  the  President. 

Any  student  whose  connection  with  the  Institute  is  dt-cidcd  by  the 
Faculty  to  be  undesirable,  niay  be  dismissc^il  without  any  ujore  specific 
charge. 


DESIGN  AND  AIM. 

It  is  designed  that  the  Collegiate  Institute  shall  be,  in  all  its  aims  and 
methods,  pervaded  with  a  distinctive  and  earnest  Christian  spirit.  More 
than  two-thirds  of  the  students  here  enrolled  are  professors  of  religion 
and  this  <|ualitication  is  recjuired,  by  Cliarter,  of  every  member  of  the 
Faculty.     About  ten  per  cent,  are  candidates  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

In  discipline  constant  apjieal  is  made  to  the  conscience  of  the  student. 
He  is  taught  to  submit  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lt)rd  s  sake, 
(1  Peter  2:i:-!,)  and  to  practice  self-control  as  a  pre])aration  for  life. 


LIBRARY. 

The  Collegiate  Institute  Libraiy  was  not  injured  by  the  tire.     It  con- 
tains now  about  two  thousand  volumes  of  choice  liteiature.  and  is  recei^•- 
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ing  coustant  additions.  It  includes  the  late.st  treatises  in  tlie  various 
departments  of  science,  an. I  many  expensive  works  of  reference.  Among 
these  latter  may  be  mentioned  the  '"American,"  "Brittauica"  and  "Peo- 
ple's" Encyclopedias,  and  Littre's  French  Dictionary.
